CLEVELAND, 0., Feb. 3.—State Sen-
ator Burke was recalled to the stand for
cross examinatlon by the defense to-
day In the disbarment procecdings
against Juilge F. I3, Dellenbaugh, He
was shown the Manning divoree decree
and sald that the “0.
